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Bond issue breaks 10% 


Wilmington officials were 
ecstatic as they returned to the 
Town Hall on Thursday af- 
ternoon, after opening bids on 
sewer bonds in Boston. 

‘Their joy was over the interest 
rate at which the town will float 
the bonds: 9.9606 percent, a full 
percentage point below the rate 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
had predicted for the $2.89 bond 
issue. 

The low bid was offered by 
Bache, Halsey, Stuart Shields, 
Inc. Two other bids were opened, 
one from the First National Bank 
of Boston and Associates for 


10.100193 percent, the other from 
Shawmut Bank of Boston and the 
Industrial National Bank of 
Rhode Island and Associates, for 
10.3961 percent. 

The bids were opened by town 
treasurer Antonio S. Almeida, 
who was accompanied to the bid 
opening by Stapezynski and A. 
John Imbimbo. The bids were 
opened at the First National Bank 
in Boston. 

“They treated us royally, like 
they were going to borrow money 
from us!" said Imbimbo. 

The selectmen met at 5:30 
Thursday afternoon, to vote their 
choice of the bidders. On a motion 


by Selectman Bob Cain, the 
selectmen voted unanimously to 
go with the low bidder, Bache, as 
had been recommended by 
Almeida 
“This interest rate is most 
impressive, especially when you 
look at the bonds that have gone 
out in the last six months,”’ said 
Stapezynski. He said that Dan 
vers, which also has an Aa bond 
rating, recently floated bonds at 
11.23 percent, and Andover at 10.2 
percent for a $13 million school 
bond. 
The Bond Buyer Index, he said, 
was 12.4 percent for the week of 
May 6, an average of all bonds let 


out during the previous week 

Stapezynski said that the first 
year cost of the bond would be 
$483,160. In the April town elec- 
tion, ‘voters approved a 
referendum which will allow that 
cost to be added to the town 
budget over the limits of Prop 
Qe 

He also estimated the dif- 
ference in first year cost between 
the first and second bids at $6700. 

The town manager praised both 
Almeida and retired treasurer 
Rae Burns for their work. 

The bonds are to be signed on 
May 27 


‘Catch 22' on Jewel Drive problems 


“It's a ‘Catch 22’ situation."” 

Those were the words of Carl 
Backman, chairman of the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA), in describing 
the long joint meeting of the WRA 
and the Wilmington Planning 
Board, Tuesday evening. The 
boards were attempting to 
resolve the problems of Jewel 
Drive in South Wilmington, off 
Eames Street 

Jewel Drive is a redevelopment 
of formerly valueless land by the 
town, through the offices of the 
WRA, into an _ industrial 
development, There have been 
problems, and more problems. 
Four firms are in business, and a 
fifth, Vydel, is ready tomove in, if 
ever the problems are solved. 

One of the larger firms, Altron, 
seeks to buy more land and ex- 
pand. The firm has plans to hire 
400 or 500 people. It is unable to do 
so because of the complex 
problems being faced by the 
developer, Marteg Corporation of 
Rhode Island. 

All members of the WRA and 
all members of the planning 
board were present for the 
discussion which began at 9 p.m 
Also present was the attorney for 
the WRA, J.W. (Bill) McCann, 
and Town Manager, Buzz Stape- 
zynski. Stapezynski sat silent 
during the long discussion, never 
taking any part in it 

Marteg is owned by Mike In- 
teglia of Rhode Island. He was not 
present. The planning board did 
not want him to be there, and told 
the WRA that if Integlia did show 
up they would go into executive 
session. 

The basic position of the 
planning board was to support 
Town Engineer Robert Higgins. 
Higgins declared that there were 
many errors that had been 
committed, both by the present 
developer and by the previous 
one. He had a list of 31 errors 
which he said the present 
developer, Integlia, had made. He 
discussed’ only. a few of those 
during the evening. 

The WRA, on the other hand, 
supported Integlia. His basic 
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problem from their viewpoint is 
that he needs to sell some of the 
land because of money problems, 
but that he cannot do that until the 
planning board approves the 
work that has been done. 

Nicki Johnson of the WRA 
warned that Altron, if it does not 
get an answer soon, will be 
seeking some other place in which 
to build. 

Nicki Johnson and Attorney 
McCann spoke more critically of 
the planning board situation than 
did other members of the WRA. 
Jay Donovan and Vaughn Sur- 
prenant of the WRA did not speak 
until the latter part of the 
discussion. 

Johnson told the planning 
board, wherr there had been a lot 
of criticism about the “errors” of 
Integlia that if Integlia were 
present he would have a chance to 
refute the statements of the town 
engineer. McCann too, spoke in 
this way. 

The planning board reply to this 
was that they had full confidence 
in the town engineer. Arnold 
Blake of the ‘planning board, 
himself an engineer, rarely 
spoke, but pointed out that the 
WRA could have requested in- 
formation from the town 
engineer, as could any other 
board in town. 

“If what you are saying is 
true," McCann told Chairman 
John DeRoy, ‘‘then Mike Integlia 
has been lying completely. I 
cannot understand why there is so 
much difference in what you say 

and what he says.” 

“Higgins had been speaking of 
the “‘very poor plans,"” both those 
submitted by Integlia and those 
submitted by the previous 
developer’. In the Integlia plans he 
found 31 “‘errors,"’ and had 
reported on them to the planning 
board, he said. 

Higgins figured that he spent 
$20,000 of his time in doing 
engineering for Integlia, and then 
some additional time in legal 
work, He said that if Integlia had 
not spoken in one meeting about 
going to be the lowest bidder in 
the re-construction planned, there

would have been (he inferred) 
lower priced bids for the work 
Integlia’s talk, he said, “was in 
the newspaper.”’ 

Because of this the other bid 
ders did not try to bid low. This 
was a part of the problem as he 
described it 

Higgins discussed, in several 
ways, the work done in getting 
wiring to the Vydel building, and 
to other buildings, by Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. The 
previous developer had gone up 
the railroad right-of-way-and the 
present developer had gone 
across country from the site of 
Harwick Chemicals. 

Reading Light, he said, was 
unhappy. It would take that 
company a couple of months to 
get to fixing problems along the 
railroad right-of-way. There was. 
in effect, no agreement for the use 
of the right-of-way 

In this Higgins was refuted by 
Carl Backman, chairman of the 
WRA. It was one of the few times 
that happened during the 
evening. Backman said there was 
a 99 year lease from the Boston & 
Maine, and he had seen it 

With reference to the con 
troversial underground cable, for 
Jewel Drive, Higgins said the 
Reading Light was “reasonable.” 

They are willing to put in cables 
for the first part of Jewel Drive 
for $36,000, The only problem was 
time. They could not put in those 
cables until 1983. 

Higgins felt that the conduits 
could be put in, and the road 
finished for the first part for 
$30,000, the remaining part of the 
original bond. He also felt that the 
conduit should be put in for the 
second part of the road, that to be 
finished by Integlia. Then, in 1983, 
when Reading Light could install 
cables, the work would be done 
and the temporary wires could be 
removed. x 

Integlia, he said, had an 
electrical contractor who would 
do it for less. Let Mr. Integlia’s 
contractor do the work, as a part 
of the job, he suggested. 

Higgins, speaking of the work 
being done, said that Integlia

would have as an excuse that 
something was going to be done 
“next Wednesday.'’ He had made 
that remark several times. “We 
don’t get far.” 

A drain was scheduled for work 
beneath the railroad right-of-way 
and across land belonging to Olin 
Chemicals. It was to be done in 
January. This too was discussed 
by Higgins, with a “next Wed- 
nesday” remark. “He has never 
done the work under the track.” 

Backman asserted that the 
work had been done. 

McCann at one time spoke 
about making arrangements to 
“release” some of the lots so that 
Integi'a could finance his project 
by the sale of land. Mrs. Johnson 
too, spoke on the subject. 

John Deroy, chairman of the 
planning closed that discussion by 
saying that this ‘was entirely an 
engineering discussion. 

Jay Donovan, after listening for 
a long time remarked: “You 
listen to the engineer. We listen to 
the developer. How do we bridge 
the gap? How do we get things 
done for the people of 
Wilmington?” 

Backman had, in his opening 
statement divided the discussion 
into two parts - one being the 
street and the other being the fact 
that a $90,000 bond put up by 
Integlia was going to expire on 
May 19. He was requesting an 
extension of the bond by the 
planning board. 

The planning board did not 
discuss the bond. But they did not 
have to. Even though the ex- 
piration date is May 19 until the 
planning board acts, definitely, it 
is still a good bond. 

By not acting on the question 
the question the bond continues to 
be good, 

Of course, the board can meet 
any time it chooses and “call in” 
the bond and the $90,000. 

At one point Johnson alleged 
that this was the purpose of the 
delay, so that the town could get 
that money. 

DeRoy assured her that such 
action was, from the planning 
board, farthest from its thoughts,

Water treatment plant 
wins design competition 
for engineering firm 


It’s official, 

A cancer causing agent has 
been removed from _ the 
Wilmington water supply. The 
board of water commissioners 
was presented with a plaque, 
attesting to the fact last Thur- 
sday. It was presented by Leo 
Peters and Alan Silbovitz, 
engineers for Weston & Sampson, 
enginers for the new pumping 
station off Butters Row. 


The new water treatment plant 
has been in use since last June. It 
was originally designed to 
remove iron ore rust from the 
water supply. Then; it was found 
that the Chestnut Street well was 
a source of trichloroethylene 
(TCE). TCE was described as a 
possible carcinogen. 

A “possible carcinogen’? meant 
that TCE was suspected of being 
able to cause cancer, and as such

For 
several years the town of 
Wilmington was rationing water 
as a result , 

But the water commissioners 
were able to have Weston & 
Sampson plan the new water 
treatment plant being con- 
structed to remove iron ore, to 
remove TCE as well. As such it 
was constructed. The new 
treatment plant -however, was 
removing only “suspected” 
carcinogens. Last Thursday the 
phraseology was cha: 

The Consulting Engineers 
Council of New England have 
awarded, in their annual design 
competition, first place to Weston 
& Sampson. The award clearly 
States that the firm “removed" 
cancer causing agents from 
drinking water. 

Now it's official 
~ However, there is still rust in 
the water system, surprising as it 
may seem. The last few weeks 
have added emphasis to that item 
of news, 

Paul Duggan, water superin- 
tendent, reports that because of 
the brush fires of the past few 
weeks, and secondly because 
there were three breaks in the 
water main on Salem Street, 
there has been a strong diversion 
of water flow in the Wilmington 
water system. 

A change in direction, he says, 
stirs up latent pockets of iron ore. 
It has been happening quite a bit, 
and will until the brush fire 
season has been safely passed 

Duggan has had more than a 
few complaints, he reports 


Dear Larz: 

I'm writing this letter to inform 
the people of Wilmington of the 
systematic and wanton 
destruction of the West In- 
termediate School. 

Since August of 1981 we have 
suffered 15 major acts of van- 
dalism and - or breaking and 
entering. 

Generally, my feeling is not to 
publicize ‘these happenings 
because it sometimes tends to 
give other idle minds and hands 
similar ideas. It also tends to 
make the general public feel that 
the damage is being inflicted by 
students who attend the school. 
As for-the latter, nothing could be 
further from the truth. The 
students who attend the West 
Intermediate are angry and 
upset. They, through their student 
council, have offered a cash 
reward for information leading to 
the arrest of those responsible 
The students at the West are 
proud of their school and are not 
taking these assaults on their 
building lightly. Many students 
have shared information with me 
that they have concerning these 
incidents. 

All of these actions, save one, 
have taken place after 11 p.m. 
and evidence indicates that they 
have been committed by young 
adults in the 16 - 20 age bracket 

Below is a list of the damage 
that has occurred to date 

1981 

August 16, 72 windows broken, 
four clocks shot out, two 
emergency lights shot out; 
August 17, two windows broken: 
August 29, 21 windows broken, 
meat slicer stolen; September 2, 
121 windows broken, one salad 
chopper stolen 

1982 

January 15, one window broken, 
three door vents broken, coke 
machine damaged, $200 stolen; 
February 8 door in kitchen 
kicked in, steel door forced open, 
meat slicer stolen, one window 
broken, lock broken on teachers’ 
outside door; March 14, three 
windows broken; March 16, two 
windows broken; March 21, four 
windows broken in front en- 
trance. 

April 3, nine windows broken; 
April 12, spray painted ob- 
scenities on outside doors, and 
windows, lit dumpster on fire; 
April 17, broke into music room, 
two windows broken, stole 
musical instruments; April 28, 
spray paint obscenities on outside 
windows, doors and walkways; 
April 30, broke down door outside 
gym; May 4, fire bombed room 
101, considerable damage, six 
flood lights broken. 

The next question is, “what is 
being done to halt this activity?" 
Several things. In the past few 
weeks, school and town officials 
have met. Included at these 
meetings were the town manager, 
police and fire chiefs, superin- 
tendent of buildings, highway 
superintendent, superintendent of 
schools and myself. Three major 
suggestions are now being in- 
vestigated and one other has 
already been implemented. 

Being investigated are: 

1. installation of a more 
sophisticated smoke and in- 
trusion alarm; 2. installation of 
vandal resistant floodlights; 3. 
increased surveillance of the 
school, 

Implemented already is a 
partial reopening of Carter Lane 
in the hope that automobile traffic 
at night will increase the ob- 
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servation of the school by the 
police and the public. 

In addition, a parent meeting 
was held last week at the West 
from, which some excellent 
Suggestions were offered. Some of 
these suggestions can be im- 
plemented with the help of the 
general public at no cost. 

Suggested were: 

1. A change in the town bylaws 
making it illegal to trespass on 
school property after dark. Right 
now the police can arrest only if 
they catch someone in the act of 
vandalizing the school. 

2. Volunteers be assigned to 
patrol the school during the peak 
trouble hours of 10 p.m. to 1 a.m. 

3. Money be appropriated to 
have a private security service, 
auxiliary police or regular police 
officers to guard the school 

4. A trailer be put on the 
property and the occupants live 
rent free in return for watching 
over the school. This has been 
very successful in some parts of 
the country 

Obviously, the most effective 
weapon of ail is to find out who is 
responsible and taking action. 
This requires community 
cooperation. I cannot believe that 
these events are taking place 
without some responsible student 
or adult being aware of who is 
responsible. Failing to take action 
will lead only to more and more 
serious damage. As it is, we were 
fortunate that someone pulled the 
fire alarm the night of May 4. Had 
they not, I'm sure this building 
would have been totally destroyed 
by fire. 

The West Intermediate family 
is ‘mad as hell’’-over this. We'd 
like the taxpayers to feel the 
same way. After all, no matter 
where you live in Wilmington, this 
is your school. 

Thank you for your interest. We 
welcome any offers of assistance 
or information, Feel free to call 
me at the school if you have 
anything to offer that will end this 
destruction.

The Tewksbury Board of Health 
has released the following in- 
formation in response to the large 
number of telephone calls 
recently received concerning 
ways to control tick population. 

Several kinds of ticks may be 
found in your yard and in other 
open spaces, but only one kind of 
tick - the brown dog tick 


frequently infests homes in the 


United States. This tick is a 
parasite of dogs. It does not breed 
in the woods or in open country. 

If there are ticks in your home, 
they probably are brown dog ticks 
that entered on your dog 

After feeding on the dog, brown 
dog ticks hide in places sith as 
cracks and crevices, under 
carpets and rugs, upholstered 
furniture, and behind baseboards.

Brown dog ticks rarely bite 
humans and they do not carry 
human diseases. However, their 
presence in the home is annoying 
and they can make your dog's life 
very uncomfortable. 

Treatment should start with the 
dog. Haye the dog dipped in a 
bath containing a suitable in 
secticide - usually malathion. 
This task may be assigned to a 
veterinarian. 

If you choose to do it at home, 
buy an emulsifiable concentrate 
conaining 50 percent malathion 
Mix one tablespoon of the con- 
centrate with each gallon of 


water. Dip the dog in the mixture. 
Do not include his head but 
sponge his ears with the mixture 
if necessary 

For a large dog, make up the 
mixture in a bucket and pour it 
slowly over the dog’s back while 
making sure it soaks through the 
hair to the skin 

The next procedure is to get rid 
of new broods of ticks that are 
developing in the home. Use a 
household insecticide containing 
malathion or diazinon. Spray or 
paint it on cracks in the floor. 
around baseboards and window 
casings, on places where the dog 
habitually sleeps and on other 
places where ticks may be hiding 

Repeat this procedure every 
two or three months. 

A malathion spray may be 
applied to rugs, carpets, or 
upholstered furniture. Be sure the 
container label states that it will 
not stain.

Student government program at WHS

Twenty-seven students recently 
participated in the Wilmington 
Student Government program.

This 
years program was started last 
fall when members of the League 
of Women Voters went to the 
Wilmington High School. The 
members under the co-ordination 
of Dawn Ballou attended twenty 


classes during a full day, most of 
them being social studies. The 
member explained town 
government to the students and 
told them about student govern- 
ment and how to join and be part 
of student government. Members 
spent an average’ of twenty 
minutes per class. 

Students were to seek a post the 
way it is actually done in town 
government. If the post was one 
that required election the student 
was to file nominations and run 
for office. On the other hand if it 
was a post that was appointed the 
student was to submit an ap- 
plication to the Wilmington 


Drug forum.

Students at the North and West 
Intermediate Schools in 
Wilmington had their questions 
about illegal drugs answered last 
week. Inspector William Coakly 
of the Woburn Police Department 
and Wilmington Safety Officer 
Robert Shelly were the speakers 
in the four two-hour student value 
assemblies, one for each of the 
two grades at both of the in- 
termediate schools. 

‘The two police officers were not 
“preaching” to the students but 
simply explaining the effect of 
drugs, police and court 
procedures for selling or having 
drugs in your possesion, and drug 
raid procedures. 

Coakly said that alcohol is the 
largest abused drug today. There 
are nine million known alcholics 
and another ten million believed 
alcholics who have not yet add- 
mitted it 
He also pointed out to the 
students that the junior high age 
is an important stage in a per- 
son’s life, with junior high kids 
constantly pushed by peer 
presure and curiosity to try 
drugs. Coaklay forewarned the 
students about trying drugs, 
saying, “Once you try it (drugs), 
your future lies in the hands of the 
dope.’ 

Some of the questions Coakly 
fielded from the students were on 
drug raids, Coakly explained that 
drug raids are not just on 
suspicion but are made only after 
many weeks or months of staking 
out the suspected person(s).

Police are usualy tipped off to a 
drug dealer after they arrest a 
person for possesion of drugs. 
They then find out who sold it. 
This may happen several times 
forcing the police to then assign 
officers 24 hours a day to stake 
out the suspected suspect. After 
enough evidence is found for a 
search warrant one is obtained. 

Police will then knock the 
suspect's door down at an hour 
convinient for the police. This is 
done sq that there is no time to 
dispose of the drugs, which can be 
disposed of very quickly. The 
police will then search the entire 
house and seize the suspect’s 
money and bank books, believing 
that he earned the money through 
selling drugs. It is turned over to 
the Commonwealth. Police of- 
ficers will search the house until 
every crack has been searched. 
When the police make a drug raid 
they usually have a pretty good 
idea of where the drugs are 
placed. 

After the discussion students 
saw a movie about college age 
students who discribed their 
involvement in drugs and what 
happened to them.

Howard Stevens. Stevens is a 17 
year old senior at Wilmington 
High School who was chosen by

Whistle for ‘Nixie’

Kick, if you must, our old friend 
“the US Snail Service.” But you, the 
complainer, like hundreds of 
thousands ol other mail users, may 
be part of the prablem, 

Take, for instance, the airmail 
envelope from England, addressed 
simply to “Frank, 64402553" that 
landed in Boston's main post office 
recently. The neatly penned four- 
line return address on the reverse 
side proved the writer was no 
careless correspondent: This was 
clearly a teaser, a tongue-in-cheek 
test of the controversial nine-digit 
zip code which the Postal Service is 
eagerly waiting to implement as 
soon as Congress flashes the green 
light 

‘Thomas Doherty rose manfully to 
the transatlantic challenge: As New 
England's only “'Nixie"’ clerk, he is 
one of a special breed of postal 
employees who use their heads in. 
stead of their feet to deliver mail 
Envelopes and packages bearing 
incomplete, incorrect, or illegible 
addresses are grist for the Nixies’ 
mill. Mr, Doherty alone solves 1,200 
whodunits a day, unscrewing the 
inscrutable, Doherty recognized at 
once that some joker in London was 
pulling his leg. He detected t 
what the mailer had done was add 
the addressee's post office box 
number to his Massachusetts zip 
code

Nixies are only required to 
research the destination of priority 
mail such as registered, certified, 
COD, special delivery, parcel post, 
or foreign.

Tom Doherty delights in wrestling 
to the mat this kind of mail that 
never returns. What drives him up a 
wall is mail that keeps coming back 
like a boomerang. “It gets me up 
set," he says with a little chortle 
Which explains why he is waging his 
own private war on computerized 
mail 

Every week, sure as clockwork, he 
gets from the City of Boston parking 
tickets bearing wrong addresses. 

‘They don't correct them." he 
complains. “and they'll never 
collect a dime trom those people 
because the driver’s don't even 
they have tickets. I hate 
* he murmurs in a low 
mock threathening voice. He raises 
his only weapon, his “Insufficient 
stamp, bangs it down, and 
sends the envelopes back to City 
Hall 

In between playing Cupid and 
battling the Boston Traffic 
Department, Doherty solves a lot of 
address problems just by his ex 
tensive fund of general knowledge. 

Here's a letter addressed to 
Brownsville, Ma. He knows there is 
no such place in Massachusetts. It 
was mailed in Maryland. He knows 
there is a Brownsville in Maryland. 
so he puts the proper Maryland zip 
code on it and sends it on 

Foreign mail is often incomplete 
Here is a correspondent in Australia 
writing someone in Chippewa Falls. 
USA. Doherty doesn’t even have to 
stop and think. He knows that's in 
Wisconsin 

Here is one that requires more 
ingenuity: An envelope addressed to 
someone on Wake Forest Road. 
Raleigh. It doesn't even say USA 
“Raleigh, of course, is the capital of 
North Carolina,” Doherty muses. 

‘And Wake Forest University is in 
North Carolina. So I go immediately 
to my zip code book and look up 
North Carolina and sure enough | 
find Wake Forest Road and the zip 
code for this particular street.” 

It's been 19 years since the zip 
code system went into operation 
‘And make no mistake. Zip codes do 
put zip in mail delivery and a lack of 
a zip number definitely slows it 
down. 
Postal people don’t have time to 
read like other people — from the 
top down. They read from the bot 
tom up. Operators of mechanical 
sorting machines have only a split 
second in which to glance at the last 
line of an envelope, because 3.600 
pieces of mail whiz past them ever 
hour. - 

‘Though zip coding is voluntary. 97 
percent of all mail today is zipped 
‘The remainder has to be processed 
manually, which slows the mail 
down considerably, 

But if zip numbers are illegible. 
they cause their own turmoil. “If 
you're in Boston and have a piece of 
mail to go a few blocks away to, say 
Park Street,” Doherty says, “the zip 
number begins with 021. But if you 
make your zero look like a 9, the 
letter is going to go to San Diego 
‘That happens a lot.””

A common 
remark of theirs has been, ‘Best,Car 
Ever Made.’ 

“I still own Betsy; she is still 
licensed and running. After more 
than. 300,000 miles, the original 
transmission is still in the car; it has 


never given the slightest sign of 
trouble ... We love Betsy. Sorry to 
keep you waiting.” 

Is such mileage really possible? 
Can anyone do it? Is.it really safe to 
drive a car that far? Are there any 
tricks to make a car last that long? 

Briefly, the answers are yes, yes, 
yes, and yes. 

Our Mustang, however, shows that 
there are times when even the most 
loyal owner thinks of turning in his 
steed. 

IT IS POSSIBLE — BUT 

Back when Ford was selling 1968 
Mustangs, the cars came with a five- 
years0,000 mile-warranty. Even- 
tually I was very, very grateful for 
that guarantee. 

It was, as I recall, an August 
morning in 1971 when the Mustang 
slowly came to a stop of its own 
accord just outside Sarasota, Fla 
Underneath, a large pool of red- 
colored oil began to spread across 
the road. The transmission went 
kaput - at 48,500 miles. It took two 
weeks to get all the parts, but Ford 
finally fixed it free-of-charge. The 
transmission has worked perfectly 
since. 

It was around 60,000 miles, 
however, when just about 
everything else seemed to fall apart 
All at once. Like gnats that you have 
to keep swatting on a summer's 
evening. 

‘The shock absorbers began to 
wheeze. 

‘The arm rests, stuffed with foam 
rubber, fell off. 

The upper ball joints began to 
wobble. 

‘The idler arms wore out. 

‘The radiator became clogged. 

‘The brakes began leaking. 

The left rear axle bearing burned 
out 

‘The tires wore out (again) 

‘The plastic steering wheel got two 
cracks in it

We almost bought a new car. But 
patience won out. Each repair was 
dutifully made. And when they were 
all finally done, it was as if we had 


driven over the crest of a hill. It was 
easier after that to put away

‘Then there was the time we went 
to Florida in the summer. It must 
have been 100 degrees in the sun, 
and 120 degrees in our car. It was 
tempting after that to get a new car 
with air conditioning. Instead, we've 
taken an easier route, We just stay 
out of Florida from May to October 

‘There's also a space problem 
Families have a way of growing 
Children. Dogs. Car-pooling to 
school. And a Mustang is pretty 
small. So a station wagon has been, 
and remains, a strong possibility 
Meanwhile, our trips include a 
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cartop carrier. : 
Finally, it also helps to know 
something abdut engines and 
transmissions and ball joints and 
that sort of thing 
Eventually, just about everything 
goes wrong. A reasonable 


acquaintance with the underside of 
the hood helps during the many 
chats you'll have with your favorite 
mechanic. 

HOW SAFEISIT? 

A safety official with Chrysler 
Corporation says: 

“With thorough inspection, ser- 
vice, and. replacement of any 
deteriorated components, there is no 
reason why a high-mileage car could 
not be driven. I'd feel safe in such a 
car 

Chrysler particularly 
close inspection of 
Brakes, including flexible brake 
hoses and master brake cylinder. 
Steering system. 
Suspension system. 

An official from the American 
Motors Corporation offers some 
additional detail 

Specifically, steering gears 
should be checked for lash; steering 
linkage ball joints should be checked 
for tooseness; suspension system 
ball joints should be checked for 
loosenes or wear, suspension 
rubber bushings should be checked 
for distress; all brake hydraulic 
lines and connections should be 
checked for signs of leaks or 
corrosion; brake master cylinder 
and wheel cylinder rubber parts 
should be checked for condition, and 
brake lines and brake drums should 
be inspected for surface conditions.” 

An official from General Motors 
adds: Don’t forget the tires.

That investment has 
been worth every penny. Par- 
ticularly important is rustproofing

ARE THERE ANY TRICKS? 

Over the years, the Mustang paint- 
job has been waxed twice a year, in 
the spring and fall. As a result, the 


‘car has never been re-painted, and 
still looks reasonably good. The fight 
against rust, however, is slowly 
being lost on the rear fenders. 

‘A number of people who have kept 
their cars over 100,000 miles also 
seem to have one other common 
trait: they are fanatics about 
maintenance. 

Most stick religiously to service 
schedules for things like oil changes, 
chassis lubrication, cooling system 
service, and tuneups. 

Oil changes are obviously the 

critical factor for engines. One small 
example might illustrate this. 
When our Mustang (which gets 
frequent oi] changes) was getting 
new valves two years ago, the 
master mechanic who removed the 
head commented 

“This engine is remarkable. The 
cylinders and other parts look as if 
they have only 30,000 to 35,000 miles 
‘on them. You'd never know they 
have 70,000."" 

He was stunned to learn that there 
‘weren't just 70,000, but 170,000 miles 
on the engine 

My own, three-part “Secret to 
Long Engine Life” is: 

1. Pick the best oil you can find and 
stick with it, I use a brand-name 
10W-40 weight oil 

2. Change the oil frequently. 1 
change it every 3,000 miles - twice as 
often as the manufacturer recom: 
mends. And I always change the 
filter at the same time. 

3. Drain the crankcase oil from the 
engine for a long time - overnight, if 
possible.

BOSTON — You can enjoy the 
lively mood of old New Orleans 
without even travelling down to the 
Crescent City, this month, by 
hopping on over to the Wilbur 
Theatre for the Bill Hanney-Al 
Nocciolino presentation of “One 
Mo’ Time. 

If you do, you'll be treated to 
some of the hottest jazz this side of 
the Mason-Dixon Line, and an 
entertaining two hours of comedy 
skits, songs, and even a play to 
wrap it all up in, as “One Mo’ 
Time" recreates a typical per 
formance at the old Lyric Theatre 

‘The Lyric was one of the many 
all-Black theatres of its time, before 
burning to the ground in 1927. Prior 
to that, however, it was known for 
its famous names and acts, 
luding Bessie Smith, Ma Rainey 
and others, Being on the TOBA 
circuit (Theatre Owners’ Booking 
Agency or, more popularly, Tough 
Gn Black Actors), the pay was low 
and the conditions were rough 

However, as shown in “One Mo 
Time,” the performers made due 
with what they had, and had a good 
time doing it 

‘There is some,semblance of a plot 
to this production, but, it is more a 
thread on which the musical 
numbers and skits hang, than 
anything else. Which, in this case, is 
not all bad. In fact, one almost 
wishes there were no dialogue at 
all, and, like “Dancin’ In The 
Streets” (currently playing at the 
Next Move), were totally com- 
prised of the talent show. 

However, "One Mo’ Time” has 
more going for it, than not, and 
should be a “must see" for any jazz 
fan in the area

oiten to establish 
pecking orders within. 
groups. For the baboon, 
“the yawn constitutes a 
higher-level threat than 
a raised eyebrow or a 
stare,"’” says John 
Fletemeyer of Florida's 
Nova University, who 
has often seen these 
hairy animals yawn 
when choice food or a 
female in estrus is at 
stake. 

When they don't want a 
reflex yawn to be per- 
ceived as a threatening 
gesture, these animals 
look away from higher. 


For anyorie who's 
embarrassed himself 
with a wide-mouthed 
yawn in the middle of an

Taken 
together, these enthusiasms add up 
to the fact that a lot of animals are 
traveling with their owners, more 
and more often by air> 


For anyone planning a vacat 
flight that includes the family pet 
the key to a convenient, safe trip is 
advance planning. Most airli 
allow an animal to travel on the 
same plane as its owner, either in 
the baggage compartment or — if 


the animal is small enough — in an 
appropriate container under the 
owner's seat. Regulations do differ 
somewhat from one airline to 
another, so the first step is to call the 


airline of your choice as far in ad: 
vance as possible and inquire about 
their policies.-An early reservation 
for you and your pet is particularly 
important if you hope to have your 
pet in the passenger area since most 
airlines allow only one animal in the 
cabin on each flight 


Your airline reservations agent 
iso give you information on the 
nd size of carrying container 

or crate required for your pet, and 

guidance on health documents that 
may be needed, for travel to other 
countries or even other states. 


Generally, an up-to-date rabies 
inoculation is a must for dogs. Be 
sure to have your pet examined by a 
veterinarian before the trip and ask 
your veterinarian's advice about a 
mild sedative or tranquilizer if your 
animal is the nervous type. 


There are a number of other 
things you can do to make your pet 
comfortable on the trip. Travel 
kennels or crates should be sturdy 
and large enough to allow the animal 
to stand up and move around. with 
screening or air holes to provide 
adequate ventilation. If you don't 
own a travel kennel, most airlines 
sell them, in a variety of sizes. 
American Airlines, in a recent issue 
of its inflight magazine, advises pet 
owners to put their pet's name on the 
travel crate, along with their own 
name, address and destination. 
“Airline employees talk to animals

When animals get the 
irresponsible urge to 
yawn, they seem to 
know, as man does, 
when to stifle it. Lions, 
baboons and. other 
animals that live in 
groups have perfected

signal courtship A giant turtle opens wide. 
aggression, warning or 
a need to create order 
within a group. 

The conventional 
yawn occurs when 
breathing slo 
because of 
inactivity or la 
sleep. Opening wide 
creates a sudden intake 
of air that sends 
oxygenated blood to the. 
heart. The heart, in 
turn, rushes blood to 
lethargic muscles 
reviving a sluggish 
system, according to the 
bi-monthly publication 
of the National Wildlife 
Federation 

Some animals do 
yawn for conventional 

or physiological 
reasons, For instance. 
the javelina (wild boar) 
yawns to rejuvenate 
himself whenever he 
leaves the shallow 
depressions in the 
desert where he sleeps. 

But for other animals, 

wns are mere 
weapons in territorial 
battles, Lizards and fish 
commonly threaten 
unwelcome invaders by 
opening their mouths. 
Bears and wolves open 
wide to bare their teeth 
before an attack. The 
hippopotamus displays 
perhaps thé most 
spectacular aggressive 
yawn. Two hippos 
trying to settle a dispute 
stand head-to-head and 
flash two-foot-long teeth 
in giant yawns, They 
have been known to 
match yawn for yawn 
over several hours 
before settling a 
quarrel, says In 
ternational Wildlife.

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Medical care concept catches on in Reading 


By STEVAN—ADELE MORLEY 


The Physicians Medica. & 
Emergency Center is located at 102 
Main St., Reading and it is just 
completing its first highly successful 
year in business. The concept is new 
in this area but according to Dr 
Rick Franklin it has been received 
very well and is looking forward to 
continued suecess and growth 

Many’ renovations have been 
made to what was a very un: 
pretentious building so that a 
complete medical facility is now 
available. It looks like a hospital but 
it's not a hospital per se. Imagine, if 
you will, picking up any emergency 
toom from any major hospital, and 
setting it down elsewhere. That 
gives you some idea of what the 
inside of this particular Physicians 
Medical and Emergency Center is 
like 

The center differs in that the* 
clinical smell of amonia and strong 
disinfectants is absent. And it's 
quiet. Not one siren looming nearer 
and nearer. It's bright, friendly, 
even to the perfume of white spring 
lilacs gracing a medical assistant's 
desk. One glance and you can see 
that the center is very well 
organized, well prepared for 
medical emergencies. 

‘The center will be one year old ont 
May 27th. Its physicians are af 


with Boston's most 
prestigious hospitals 
Massachusetts General, Tufts 


Medical Center, and the University 
Hospital 


Patients who are more often seen 
in an outpatient setting are seen 
here. They are treated and released 
in what is usually less than a half 
hour. The promise is prompt, ef- 
ficient and more personalized 
service. If you require more than 
what the center has to offer, an 
ambulance is summoned and you 
are taken to a hospital of your 
choice. 

There are four examination 
rooms. An entire family has space to 
gather around the injured member 
depending on the severity of the 
injury. Several of the examining 
rooms are are geared for special 
treatment 

If I had been a patient who was 
experiencing shortness of breath, 
chest pains, dizziness, asthma, I 
would have been taken to room 
number one. This room is equipped 
with an emergency stretcher, table, 
EKG machine, oxygen, an IV pole. 
suction equipment, a defibrillator 
(electric heart shocker) and 
monitoring devices. 

Dr. Franklin explains, “We have 
this room set up this way just incase 
someone needs it. We are prepared 
for anything.”" 

From the time it opened its doors a 
year ago, the center has treatedover 
14,000 patients. 

At the center one finds the most 
modern of x-ray equipment, a utility 
room, a billing office, staff area, 
doctors’ office, a walk-in supply 
closet, well stocked, and a lab. The 
center does mononucleosis, stool, 


urine, blood, pregnancy tests and 
throat cultures, to name a few. 
Anything more elaborate is sent out 
to a more complete lab. 

‘The center has all state of the art 
equipment including cardiograph, 
pulmonary (lung) testing 


doctors who are called in to work 
with them. Outside doctors are hired 
to assist, and their hours vary 
weekly depending on their other 
commitments. There are a total of 
six doctors who are regulars at the 
cenier. During any day one can find

laboratory, plus the four 
examination rooms and the special 
treatment room: 

Apparently the thousands in the 
various surrounding communities 
who have been treated at the center 
are pleased with the personal at- 
tention they've received because 
they keep coming back 

Unique to.any emergency center 
anywhere is theresponsibility the 
doctors have expressed for their 

The staff phones every 
patient and follows through with 
appropriate referrals if need be 

And, like any other emergency 
room at any hospital, this center is 
open 365 days per year, from 8:00 
o'clock every morning until 10:00 
o'clock every night. There are no 
appointments here and there is no 
waiting. 

An average day at the center finds 
40-45 patients being treated. When 
Dr. Franklin isn't on duty, Dr. Ar. 
thur Stratton (they are the two 
‘owners of the center) is, or one of the

two to three Medical Assistants and 
at least one Licensed Practical 
Nurse on hand, plus at least one 
doctor. Everyone. does everything, 
everyone knows everyone else's job 
and everyone pitches in. 

This friendly, warm, caring at 
titude carries over to the patients, 
Jane Reddy, an x-ray technician 
explains, ““There’s an old-fashioned 
doctor-patient atmosphere here.” 

‘The center's philosophy is, “We 
want the patient who would or: 
dinarily go to an emergency room. 
but those patients who could be 
classified more as urgencies than 


emergencies,” Dr. Franklin ex- 
plains. 
Folks will only see licensed 


practicing medical doctors at the 
center. Dr. Franklin trained at 
Boston University Medical School 
Dr. Stratton is a graduate of Tufts 
Medical 

Just like at any.emergency room 
you are not apt to see the same 
doctor every visit. However, if you 
frequent this particular emergency 
room, you're bound to get the same 
doctor more than once. And Drs. 
Franklin and Stratton say they feel 
personally responsible for every 


single patient 

Dr. Franklin says the center ac. 
cepts any medical coverage any 
hospital emergency room accept 
But in the long run, he says, the cost 
at the center very often will cost a 
great deal less than a regular 
hospital 


Dr. Franklin is a pioneer in this 
type of practice, which he feels in 
the next decade or so will become a 
very common practice. “‘L.et 
hospitals do their real job, focusing 
on the seriously ill or wounded 
person. Here we see patients with 
sprains, coughs, fever, asthma 
attacks, rashes, burns, sore throats, 
infections, bursitis, ear aches. 
allergies, fractures, lacerations, and 
we do pregnancy tests, hearing 
tests, do physical exams, elec 
trocardiograms, pre-marital blood* 
tests, give adult and pediatric care, 
do urinalysis, eye tests and pap 
smears," he explains. 

The acute care faciltiy gives on: 
going care by utilizing community 
doctors. If a patient needs more 
attention and doesn’t have a family 
doctor, the center helps him to find 
one. Dr. Franklin says the ceriter 
acts also as a liason between 
“treatment center and referral 
center, betweem doctors and 
patients in the community."” 

“We believe in using the resources 
this community has. We have fine 
doctors in practice. We have good 
communication and we all work 
together. In time, soon, the medical 
care system is going to be an ac. 
cessible network!" the doctor 
believes. 

‘The reason the center is not open 
24 hours around the clock is because 
the doctors feel if anything is wrong 


that can't wait until morning, it 
should be taken to the nearest 
hospital emergency room 

Overall, during the first year of 
the center's existance. the majority 
of patients have come from 
Reading, Stoneham and 
Wakefield. But it is not unusual for 
the center to receive folks from 
every surrounding town and com- 
munities as far away as Haverhill, 
Andover and Melrose. 

Unless a second patient comes in 
the center, the Medical Assistant 
will remain with the patient 
throughout their treatment. The 
Medical Assistant also administers 
some medical services under the 
doctors supervision including taking 
blood samples and x-rays. ; 


Within the tumespan of 6:30 to 7:30 
pm, while this interview was being 
conducted, six patients were being 
treated and released 

I was told on some evenings, 
especially Monday, it gets. very 
busy. However, the evening hours 
are usually slower 

A typical patient ratio by com 
munity would be North Reading one, 
Reading 10, Stoneham six, Woburn 
one, Arlington one, Wakefield seven, 
Andover two, Melrose two and 
Haverhill one and so on.

Moving stealthily 
photographer spotted his subject 
through the thick trees. Dropping to 
the ground, he crawled the last few 
yards on his stomach. As his body 
inched forward, his aching muscles 
reminded him of his uncommon 
posture. Finally, he was close 
enough. Raising his camera 
cautiously, he brought the subject 
into focus and tripped the shutter: 
He had captured the moment — one 
perfect butterfly poised on a moss 
laden log, the azure brilliance of its 
delicate wings glistening in the 
tropical sunshine 

Kjell (pronounced “‘shell’") 
Sandved is an incredibly patient 
man. He has to be, for his subjects 
rarely sit still. But that’s what 
makes nature photography so dif 
ferent from and so much more 
demanding than other types. of 
photography. 

Sandved is a world-renowned 
photographer and producer of 
biological ffims at the Smithsonian's 
National Museum of Natural History 
in Washington, D.C. For more than 
two decades, his photo safaris have

carried him to 30 countries in distant 
corners of the globe — from filming 
butterflies and moths in the lush and 
steamy expanses of the Amazon rain 
forest to enduring three frigid days 
on Antarctic ice to film. for the first 
time ever, the birth of a baby seal 

Capturing such: moments is a 
labor of love for Sandved, whose 
close-ups and time-lapse 
photography help scientists study 
the complex life cycles of animals 
and plants. But you don’t have to be 
a proor use sophisticated equipment 
to do nature photography, Sandved 
says. 

Nature photography allows 
anyone to share the exhilaration of 
nature and to gain a better ap- 
preciation of the relationships that 
animals and plants have with their 
enrironment. “Of all: the different 
hobbies there are," he says, “seeing 
nature — capturing forever those 
special moments with a camera — is 
perhaps the most rewarding ex 
perience imaginable."’ All it takes is 
a camera, patience and a desire to 
learn about nature.

Sandved originally came to the 
Smithsonian in 1960 to collect pic- 
tures for a book he wanted to publish 
on natural history. After looking 
through the Smithsonian's 
photographs, he thought its 
collection should be enlarged and 
decided to fill the gaps himself. 

He worked as a volunteer for a 
year, living on the royalties of two 
books published in Norway. “Before 
I came to the Smithsonian,” Sand- 
ved admits, “I really wasn't in- 
terested in photography. Why, I 
didn’t even know how to use a 
camera!" The self-trained 
photographer learned the hard way 
~ through considerable trial-and 
error 


Sandved favors the single lens 
reflex camera because of its ver: 
satility. Most are simple to focus and 
readily accommodate stationary or 
moving subjects. Sandved doesn't 
think sophisticated and expensive 
equipment is necessary to take good 
photos; a good second-hand camera, 
he says, will work just as well as a 
new model. “Just make sure the 
camera is mechanically reliable,” 
he warns. “The criterion should be 
how much simplicity you can get 
away with — that’s the real art of 
photography.” 


Nor do you need to travel to exotic 
far-off places to find interesting 
things to photograph, Sandved says. 
A nearby park or woods offers 
plenty of opportunities to observe 
nature's splendor. A z00 or wildlife 
refuge is another possibility for 
some unusual shots, 


No matter where you go, it is 
important to know something about 
the subjects you wish to photograph 

when and where they can be 
found, for example. “I try to become 
familjar with the creatures’ habits 
and I always have my camera ready 
ahead of time,"’ Sandved says. “For 
instance, try sitting by a pond in the 
early morning with your camera 
just above the surface of the water. 
‘You'll get some interesting behavior 
shots of birds and insects and 
marvelous reflections from the 
surface. That's the secret to nature 
photography — always being

Combatting 
cocaine use

According to McCue, the average beginner 
doesn’t realize that cocaine can create a very 
strong psychological dependency that leads to a 
very expensive habit that leads to irresponsible 
use of money and outright theft, especially of the 
white-collar kind.

The early 19th-century landscape 
at Old Sturbridge Village is now 
decorated with more than 20,000 
flowering bulbs in bloom and far- 
mers and housewives in historical 
dress begin the season’s traditional 
tasks in fields and country gardens.

Old Sturbridge Village, the 
largest institution of its kind in the 
Northeast, recreates for more than 
a half-million visitors annually the 
daily life and sense of community of 
rural New Englanders some 150 
years ago.

Each day, 
people in historical dress recreate 
the seasonal tasks, traditions and 
celebrations of a way of life that has 
nearly vanished. 

Lambs have begun to arrive and 
can be seen behind the General 
Salem Towne House barn and at the 
Freeman Farm. The first calf of the 
season will soon be joined. by 
several others and a pair of young 
pigs is in residence at the farmyard 
pen. All animals raised at the 
Village reflect restoration breeding 
practices, the selection of domestic 
stock varietiees that produce

The season of the year and daily 
weather conditons determine the 
schedule the agricultural activities 
at the living history center, just as 
they did five or six generations ago 
when most families still farmed for 
their living.
